Five  highly  original,  moving  and 
witty  plays  were  selected  as  the 
winnersof  Children's  RadioThea- 
tre*s  seventh  annual  Henry  Penny 
Playwriting  Contest. 

Authored  by  young  Americans 
between  7  and  14  years  old,  these 
plays  touch  on  sensitive  subjects 
such  as  divorce,  teen  suicide,  the 
plightof  Cambodian  refugeesand 
the  threat  of  nuclear  war,  as  well  as 
youngsters'  fantasies  of  super- 
natural beings,  dragons  and  mud 
monsters.  All  display  a  wryness 
and  wisdom  that  adults  would  find 
surprising. 

Thefivehonorees  were  selected 
from  nearly  1 ,000  entries  received 
from  young  people  in  38  states 
and  three  foreign  countries.

In  addition  to  the  winners,  ten 
honorable  mentions  were 
awarded  to  youngsters  between 
the  ages  of  8  and  16  for  outstand- 
ing radioscriptwriting.  Selections 
were  made  by  a  national  panel  of 
judges  including  media  produc- 
ers, radio  artists  and  past  contest 
winners. 

On  Saturday,  April  13,  the  win- 
ning plays  will  be  produced  by 
Children's  Radio  Theatre  as  live 
radio  drama  at  tha  Kannady  Can- 
ter for  the  Performing  Arts  In 
Washington,  D.C.  and  broadcast, 
live  via  satellite,  to  public  radio 
stations  across  the  country. 
Young  authors  will  be  brought  to 
Washington  to  take  part  in  the 
production  of  their  plays,  awards 
ceremony  and  other  festivities  In 
their  onor.  A  national  celebrity,  to 
beannounced,  will  be  hosting  this 
very  special  event  showcasing 
some  of  the  best  dramatic  writing 
being  done  by  America's  youth. 

The  youngest  winners  in  this 
year's  competition  are  a  group  of 
second  graders  from  Elkridge, 
Maryland.  Their  play,  The  Mud 
Monster,  was  written  as  a  class 
project,  and  is  a  charming  fantasy 
featuring  Georgie,  a  young  boy 
who  loves  to  play  in  the  mud. 
Georgie  is  thrilled  when  a  mud 
sculpture  he  has  created  comes  to 
life  and  offers  him  the  chance  to 
become  a  mud  monster.  "First  we 
thought  of  the  title, "reports  one  of 
the  young  authors.  "Then  we 
made  up  the  story.  We  worked

In  How  //  Came  To  Be,  a  dragon 
threatens  to  destroy  the  kingdom 
unless  he  is  given  "wise  and  witty 
sayings"  for  his  stand-up  comedy 
act.  Freddie  Jones  sets  off  on  a 
quest  to  save  his  people,  and  in  the 
process  we  learn  how  such 
phrases  as  "It's  raining  cats  and 
dogs"  came  into  being.  Eleven 
year-old  author  Bernie  Lieu  has 
created  what  the  judges  call  a 
"delightful  and  fanciful  fable." 

Winnie  Phillips'  The  Light  of 
Truth  was  inspired  by  her  rumina- 
tions on  what  would  happen  if 
people  knew  the  real  truth  in  every 
situation.  In  this  "creative  and 
original"  radio  play  of  the  super- 
natural, a  mysterious  lamp 
changes  the  lives  of  a  small  town 
family. 

Thirteen  year-old  Donna  Mul- 
vihill is  a  second-time  winner  of 
the  Henny  Penny  Playwriting 
Contest.  In  Galaxy  Girl  and  the 
Great  Nuclear  Nemesis,  the  super- 
heroine  from  Neptune  saves  the 
universe  from  nuclear  destruc- 
tion, and  pays  a  visit  to  the  leaders 
of  the  nations  on  Earth  to  teach 
them  a  lesson  in  interplanetary 
peace.  The  judges  cited  Donna's 
writing  as  "Slick,  sophisticated 
and  ideally  suited  for  radio." 

The  oldest  winner  this  year  is 
Eric  A.  Traynor,  a  1 4year-old f rom 
Florida,  and  the  son  of  two  profes- 
sional writers.  Eric's  play,  A 
Dagger  of  the  Mind,  is  a  moving 
account  of  a  teenager's  struggle, 
with  hisfeelingsabout  his  parents' 
divorce.  This  'play-within-a-play' 
takes  place  during  a  rehearsal  of 
Macbeth,  where  a  young  man  is 
finally  able  to  confess  his  thoughts 
of  suicide  to  his  leading  lady,  a 
Combodian  boat  person.  The 
judges  were  highly  impressed 
with  the  "topicality  and  depth  of 
emotions"  of  this  play,  which 
Traynor  says  was  inspired  by  a

Laotian  woman  he  met  in  a 
summer  writing  program. 

"We  were  pleased  with  the  qual- 
ity of  writing  we  saw  this  year," 
says  Joan  Bellsey,  Directors  of 
Produciton  for  Children's  Radio 
Theatre.  "Young  writersareattempt- 
ing  more  difficult  plots,  charac- 
ters and  dialogue,  and  their  efforts 
make  for  more  exciting  radio 
drama.  The  contest  is  clearly 
achieving  its  goals  of  inspiring 
further  exploration  of  radio  drama 
as  an  art  form." 

The  hour-long  broadcast  of  the 
Seventh  Annual  Henny  Penny 
Playwriting  Contest  will  be  heard 
in  the  Washington.  DC  area  on 
Saturday,  April  13  at  10  am  on 
WPFW,  89.3  FM. 

The  Henny  Penny  Playwriting 
Contest  has  been  sponsored 
annually  since  1977  by  Children's 
Radio  Theatre  to  encourage  crea- 
tive writing  and  offer  entertain- 
ment alternatives  to  television. 
Past  contest  programs  have  been 
the  recipients  of  a  Peabody  award, 
two  Ohio  State  Awards,  two 
Prents  Choice  Awards,  to  National 
Education  Association  citations 
and  a  Corporation  for  Public 
Broadcasting  program  award.    •

revolutionize.  What  makes  this 
duty  the  more  urgent  is  the  fact, 
that  the  country  so  overrun  is  not 
our  own,  but  ours  is  the  invading 
army."  This  quote  is  not,  as  one 
might  think,  from  one  of  the  many 
organizers  of  the   PLEDGE   OF 


RESISTANCE  OF  1985.  These 
words  were  written  in  1948  by 
Henry  David  Thoreau  for  hisessay 
on  "Civil  Disobedience."  For  six 
years,  Thoreau  had  refused  to  pay 
his  "poll-tax"  to  protest  the  "Mexi- 
can War"  of  1846  to  1848,  the 
issues  of  which  included  slavery 
and  the  annexation  of  Texas.  Tho- 
reau was  jailed  for  one  night. 

Let's  listen  to  Thoreau  a  little 
longer: 

"Unjust  laws  exist:  shall  we 
be  content  to  obey  them,  or 
shall  we  endeavor  to  amend 
them,  and  obey  them  until 
we  have  succeeded,  or  shall 
wetransgress  them  at  once?
